The flower- 
show and vegetable-growing competitions which filled the 
Central Transept bore evidence of the civilising work of 
the society, the «xhibits of cut-flowers from workmen’s 
gardens numbering no less than 504. Choir competitions, 
children’s sports, and athletic sports added to Saturday’s 
attractions. It is satisfactory to note that this movement. 
which represents the combined action of a million and a half 
working men, is run at a profit. This, after all, is the best 
guarantee of the permanence and stability of the move- 
ment. As

tive Festival, said, “ The selfishness of human nature

For 
close on a century has the old Vauxhall Bridge done 
duty. At length the increase of the traffic and the 
narrowness of both this and the one at Lambeth, rendered 
it desirable to have a new bridge, and the London County 
Council took the matterin hand. It was obvious, however, 
that hefore a new bridge could be built, the old one must 
be pulled down. and also that it would never dò to send all 
the traffic by different routes while this was being done, 
Therefore, a ‘‘temporary’’ bridge was decided upon. Our 
Illustration gives an accurate view of the bridge from the 
Surrey side near Vauxhall Station. 


Vauxhall Bridge is in the Foreground, and 
the Lambeth Bridge in the tackground, the new bridge 
being in the centre of the picture. This ‘temporary ” 
structure, which stands on niae wooden piles, has a centre 
span of 160 ft. There are in all ten spans, the river being 
here abont 700 ft. wide. The spans are constructed of steel 
girders, which,.in the centre arch, are latticed. The roac- 
way is 22ft. wide, and two 6ft. pathways are carried at tle 
sides on cantilevers. Gas lamps have been erected a5 
convenient intervals! The new bridge will have five 
arches—in number four less than in the structure to be 
replaced. The centre one will be about 155ft. across, the 
remaining four being only a few feet less. The piers will 
be of concrete, faced with stone, and-the arches will be 
constructed of the same material.

(sketched in last week’s P./.F.) left St. Katherine’s Docks 
last Monday afternoon, on her voyage to the Antarctic 
regions, under the command of Captain Jensen. The 
Souther Cross presented a gay appearance as she steemel 
out into the Thames. On the maiamast fluttered the Unioa 
Jack, the Duke of York’s gift to the ship, while on the 
foremast was the Norwegian flag, and that of the pilot on 
the mizzen boom. Bon voyage! 


The Dense Fog in the Channel.—The excep- 
tionally dense fog which had enveloped the English 
Channel since Saturday lifted last Monday morning, after 
having prevailed for nearly forty hours. The Channel 
traffic generally has been greatly interrupted, fog-guns, 
fog-ho:ns, and steamers’ whistles sounding i ay and night. 
For the time of year this experience is quite exceptional, 
and the fog has been of a peculiar character. For some 
part of the time the weather was quite clear along the 
shore, the fog lying along the Channel a short distance « ut 
in an exceedingly dense bank, into which vessels suddenly 
disappeared, or from which they emerged in a mysterious 
manner. When the fog begun to disperse; vessels were 
lying in all directions, some being quite close to one 
another, and others close to the shore. On the French side 
of the Channel the fog was equally dense, and several 
casualties have occurred. At Ostend, where there are now 
thousands of English visitors, much excitement was caused 
by the Tilbury boats being greatly overdue. During the 
fog the Boulogne fishing-boat 2088 went ashore near Calais. 
A great deal of wreckage has also been picked up and taken 
into Calais by fishing-boats, including about a thousard 
planks. It is feared that a timber-vessel has been run 
down in the Channel. 


The New Palace Steamer ‘La Marguerite,” 
which, after landinz her passengers at Margate during the 
fog, backed on to the rocks on Sunday evening, was safely 
floated shortly after midnight. The managing director, 
Mr. T. E. Bu rtow, was on board almost directly after she 
took the ground, and arranged for the tugs to stand. by. 
La Marquerite rec-ived no serious injury and proc. eded on 
the trip to Boulogne last Monday, her passengers being 
brought from London and Southend to Margate by the 
Koh-i-Noor. 


Schooner and Eight Lives Lost.—The pearl- 
fishing steamer Hamburg, of Hamburg, and the English 
three-masted schooner Catharine came into collision on 
Sunday morning, in a dense fog, about fifty miles out from 
London. The Catharine sank immediately. Her crew, con- 
sisting of nine men, were all drowned except the man at 
the helm, named Roberts, and a eabin-boy. One of the 
Hamburg’ s crew, a young sa.lor named Heider, was killed. 


A Sailing-Boat Capsizes Near the Isle of 
Man: Three Lives Lost.—<Another fatality of a very

last Monday afternoon. About half-past one o’clock the 
Rey. William Gordon, Mr. Edward Crellin, of Castletown, 
and Herbert Looney, a labourer, left De: byhaven, eight 
miles south of Douglas, and proceeded to Castletown in 
the small sailing-craft Venture, for the purpose of towing a 
rowing-boat back to Derbyhaven. T).ey reached Castle- 
town safely, and having taken the boat in tow, started\for 
Derbyhaven. Off Langness a nasty sea was running, and 
the rowing-boat broke Joose, and in attempting to recover 
tle boat the occupants of the Venture capsized their craft, 
all of them being drowned. A life-boat went out and 
a.tempted to recover the bodies, but was unsuccessful. 


Demolition of a Historic Church in Soho. 
We give a sketch of the Church of St. Mary the Virgin, 
a portion of which has been condemned by the London 
County Council. Thehistory of this edifice is unique... To 
the thoroughfare in Charing Cross Road it presents a dark 
nick wall, broken by groined windows at tle height of 
forty or fifty feet from the ground. This is the newer part 
of the building. In the rear one may see what remains of 
the Greek-Hneuenot Church, forming the nave of the exist- 
irg church. Thais is what has come under the Ccu eil’s ban. 
It was built in 1677 by Joseph Georgeirenes, Archbishop of 
the island of Samos, who had been driven from his 
see by Turkish tyranny. The event is r.corded in 
a Greek inscription, still to be seen over the west 
door. The Archbishop, evidently with a considerate 
thought for the personal journalism of a later epoch,

describes himself as ‘‘ an indifferent tall man, and slender, 
with long black hair. hating a wart on the right side of his 
nose, but against Lis eye, and black whiskers, and verv 
little beard.” In the ercction of his church for the Greck 
colony.in London he was assisted by a certain Dr. Nicholas 
Barbone, son of Cromwell’s Praise-God Barbone, the 
leathcr-seller of Fleet Street.
